Summer Care 

Now that the summer season Is 
In sight, work in the garden should 
be about over urtil fall, and the 
next three monthg be unalloyed sat- 
Isfaction. Of course it is not too late 
to put in several rows of vegetables. 
Summer -rad!ish, late beets, turnips 
and carrote; cos lettuce, which will 
not go to seed or become bitter, late 
celery and corn ahd well started 
cabbage, ard cauliflower plants, may 
all be planted at intervals right up 
until July and will give some return 
in most parts of Canada. Well 
started, flower plants and many 
seeds will also provide late summer 
ind fall bloom. The garden should 
be cultivated at least once a week 
until mid-July, and the grass cut 
close and regularly every four or five 
days until the weather turns def 
inftely warm, then cutting should 
not be ag often or as shori, It is a 
good plan to make an application 
of commercial fertilizer in June 
All fading bloom must be removed 
from the flowers, to encourage a 
steady blooming. Where a hose Is 
available, and the ground dry, ex- 
perts advise thoroughly soaking 
once a week. 

Support 

Stakes of various heights are used 
for supporting clumps of perennials, 
individual dahlias, and other tall 
things, for supporting climbing ros 
es, and also for adding real strength 
for those little wire fences which 
corfine small children and large 
dogs to concrete walks Instead of 
allowing indiscriminate wandering 
over lawns and flower beds.
